In  my  capacity  as  Joint  Chief  hanagor  of  the  Kalian  Mining 
Administration,  Tientsin,  North  China,  I  had  social  and  official 
relations  with  Goneral  Y.  Umezu  during  tho  time  that  he  v;as  G.O.C. 
Imperial  Japanosa  Forces,  North  China,  v;lth  hoadquarters  in 
Tientsin.  Tho  operation  of  tho  administration’s  mines  in  the 
eastern  part  of  tho  province  of  Hopei,  was  seriously  affocted 
by  the  disturbed  political  conditions  existing  in  that  area  dwing 
tho  term  of  General  Umezu’a  command  in  Tientsin.  This  unsatis¬ 
factory  state  of  affairs  was  much  improved  after  tho  signing  of 
the  Ho-tfeiezu  Agreement  in  1935*  relations  with  General  ^ozu 
were  uniformly  pleasant  and  I  formed  at  the  time  tho  impression 
that  ho  was  oxtromely  broad  minded  and  tolerant  for  a  soldier  and 
this  impression  was  subsequently  borne  out  in  my  future  relations 
with  him.  Ho  stands  out  in  my  mind  amongst  the  many  Japanese 
Generals  with  whom  I  had  social  and  official  relations  over  a 
period  of  more  than  twenty  years  as  the  least  militaristic  of 
them  all.
